UFO group attempts 
to enlighten public

BEVERLY - On Dec.», 1980, Art Wal¬ 
lace, as Americas Air Force security offi¬ 
cer, was ordered Into the woods sear a 
British air force base where be observed 
snimsu running frenzied from the forest's 
Interior. 

As be and several colleagues searched 
the area, they saw light rays coming 
through the woods, heard helicopter 
sounds and observed what be described as 
a "transparent aspirin with a mist In the 
middle." 

That Woodbrlge, England, Incident was 
the focus of conversation yesterday at the 2 
Cherry Road home of Marge Christensen. 
Mrs. Christensen, a teacher at Beverly 
High School, has been Involved In UFO 
Investigations since she beard a lecture on 
UFOs about 10 years ago. 

The meeting at her home was a regular 
. session 'of the regional Mutual UFO Net¬ 
work Inc. About a dozen people attended, 
[ some from as far away as New York. 

Larry Fawcett, one of the directors of 
the Mutual UFO Network, told the group 
that, according to the reports, "over the 


pine trees came a red ball which then burst 
Into multi-colors. Where the aspirin was, 
there was a machine — triangular in 
shape,with lights on It" 

After more than one hour’s discussion of 
that day’s events, Fawcett Introduced Art 
Wallace (an assumed name) — the man 
who witnessed the Incident. 

Wallace said be has gotten accustomed 
to skepticism about his Incredible story 
while at the same time be has undergone 
^unending harassment’ ’ from the military. 
"1 know 1 wasn’t crazy. I know It hap¬ 
pened. I know It’s hard for people to ac¬ 
cept," aald the 22-year-old New York state 
native who said be also saw three-foot tall 
beings that same night. 

Fawcett and Mrs. Christensen are part 
of the Mutual UFO Network, an interna¬ 
tional scientific organization, which re¬ 
searches UFO sitings and tries to bring the 
Information to the public. 

They said yesterday that Wallace’s sit¬ 
ing Is significant because two days after it 
occurred, British researchers, none of 
whom knew the American Wallace, 1 were 
told the same story about what went on In 
the woods near Woodbrldge.

Dot Street, one of the British researchers, was at 
yesterday’s meeting, 

Ms. Street said she has been to the British Defense 
Ministry, the Forestry Ministry and other national 
departments with little success m learning the details 
of that December night. 

She did learn, however, that the British Broadcast¬ 
ing Co. was told by the Forestry Deparment that 
something did happen in those woods, but "we’ve been 
told by the military not to say what.’’ 

And a letter obtained from U.S. Air Force Col. 
Charles I. Halt, confirms the Incident. 

"Early In the morning of 27 Dec. 1980, two USAF 
security police patrolmen saw unusual lights outside 
the back gate at RAF Woodbrldge,’’ Halt wrote In a 
Jan. 1981 memo to the RAF. 

"The individuals reported seeing a strange glowing 
object in the forest. The object was described as being 
metallic in appearance and triangular in shape, ap¬ 
proximately two to three meters across the base and 
approximately two meters high. It Illuminated the 
entire forest with a white light. The object Itself had a 
pulsing red light on top and a bank(s) of blue lights 
underneath. The object was hovering or on legs," Halt 
wrote. 

The next day, the colonel reported, depressions 
were found in the forest floor. 


The Mutual UFO Network (MUFON) wants to re¬ 
lease more of the information It feels the government 
Is withholding on this and other sitings. According to 
Ray Fowler of Weoham, the author of five books on the 
subject, and a member or MUFON, the government 
has no defenses against alien Invaders and also fears 
the Information gleaned from these sitings could be 
used against this country militarily. 

"The United State might want to use this Informa¬ 
tion to apply to Its own weapons systems. They don’t 
look at this from a scientific standpoint, but as a 
military issue,” he said. 

Wallace said he was ordered by his superiors to 
“keep quiet” about the Incident and discovered a 
telephone call to his mother had been tapped and | 
disconnected when he began to tell her the story. 

He was until recently denied re-enlistment in the 
military. The Incident, be said, has changed his life, 
made him wary of phone calls and talking with the 
media. He said his family worries about his safety. 

But he Is even angrier with people who attempt to 
dismiss what be claims be saw. 

"There were people in England who said It was a 
lighthouse. It makes me sick. The human race is so 
derogatory to themselves when they say things like 
that. 1 never believed In this before, but when 1 saw It, 

I wanted to tell everyone about It,” he said.

The Center for UFO 
Studies* under the direction of Dr. J. Allen Hynek, former Consultant to the 
United States Air Force (on UFO's)* is a free association of scientists, 
engineers* and other professionals, 

MUFON 1 s Board of Consultants* most of whom are PhD's or MD r s* representing 
45 areas of science* technology, medicine, psychology* psychiatry, engineering* 
communications, political science* photo analysis* etc,* are readily available 
as an advisory group to apply their expertise to UFO cases under study and to 
conduct advanced research in their respective fields. 

MUFON annually sponsors an International UFO Symposium, where 
internationally known scientists* engineers, and authors lecture on their 
particular specialization or contributions to resolving this perplexing 
scientific dilemma. In 1981, Massachusetts hosted the annual MUFON UFO 
Symposium, which was held at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 

MUFON Field Investigators Investigate sighting reports from police 
agencies* as well as those received by the Center for UFO Studies hotline, 
and from the National UFO Reporting Center in Seattle, Washington. Some 
states have state hotlines as well. In Massachusetts, the MUFON hotline 
telephone number is 944-0686, Since MUFON Is the largest and most 
extensive network of UFO field investigators, this cooperative effort has 
been mutually beneficial to all involved. 

In order that only qualified* competent*. and sincere people may become 
involved* membership in MUFON is by invitation only. Field investigators 
are trained* and high standards of professionalism are required by MUFON. 

As objective, scientific researchers* MUFON field investigators uphold the 
confidentiality of witnesses and case information. MUFON investigators are 
volunteers who conduct research at their own expense, and attempt to document 
sighting Information in a thorough, unbiased manner. Access to large data 
banks in computers aids MUFON investigators in analyzing data derived from 
cases• 


In most sighting investigations, the actual investigative proeess 
involves a telephone interview with the witness* followed by an in-depth 
personal interview during which time forms will be completed, sketches of 
the object sighted will be requested, and compass readings* or photographs 
of the location of the sighting may be taken. The investigator will then 
attempt to document the details of the sighting, and to attempt to identify 
the object sighted. In approximately 857* of the cases, the object is able 
to be identified. In the remainder of the cases, the sighting will be listed 
as an unidentified flying object, and further research will be involved.

MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS: 


Persons submitting applications for membership in MUFON shall be required 
to submit in writing a resume, with references, as well as a letter detailing 
reasons for desiring to join MUFON* Their applications will be forwarded to 
their respective State Section Directors, who will interview the applicants, 
and then make their recommendation to the State Director, who will then notify 
MUFON Hdqtrs* in Seguin, Texas of our recommendation regarding the particular 
applications * 


ATTENDANCE AT MUFON MEETINGS 

Attendance at Maas. MUFON meetings is restricted to members and their 
guests only. Guests must be accompanied by members. 


FIELD INVESTIGATORS : 

Field investigators will be properly trained by State Section Directors, 
and will be accompanied on investigations by experienced investigators until 
they gain a reasonable amount of experience. Investigators are required to 
adhere to the guidelines in the Field Investigator^ Manual , and to exhibit 
the highest degree of professionalism at all times. Field investigators are 
encouraged to draw upon the various backgrounds and variety of areas of 
expertise of the other members of the group for assistance and advice. In 
all cases in which thorough investigation results in labeling an object as an 
"unknown" or in more complex cases, such as abduction cases or trace cases, 
the investigator or investigative team is required to submit a report on the 
case, which adheres to the format stated in the manual. Simply completing 
forms or tapes of interviews is not acceptable. 

In the distribution of cases, it is expected that qualified field 
investigators will accept cases assigned to them unless there are extenuating 
circumstances which prevent them from doing so. Persons who consistently refuse 
to accept new cases will be notified that they will be dropped from the ranks of 
field investigators. 


CASE DISCUSSIONS AT MEETINGS : 

It is recognized that there is much value in discussing cases during meetings 
in order to offer a learning experience for all of us. Case discussions at meeting 
shall preserve the confidentiality of all witnesses, however, and shall not divulge 
names or addresses or telephone numbers of witnesses. Locations and Pistes of 
sightings may be used for Identification purposes.
